Q. Hi Mr Roly, You have to travel all over Australia to play soccer, and | was \ 
wondering what the team's travel routine is? - Samantha Kingsley 

Roly : Hi Samantha, Most of the time we travel early on the day of the game and return the 
next day. But if the game is in Perth, Brisbane, Auckland or Newcastle then we will travel the 
day before the game and stay two nights. It just gives us that little bit of extra time to prepare 
for the game. A perfect example is our recent trip to Brisbane where we travelled to Brisbane on Friday morning, played 
the game Saturday night, and returned to Melbourne Sunday morning. 


Q. After looking at your profile and info on you, | see your favourite overseas team is Liverpool, would 
you ever leave Australia to play in England ? What do you think going abroad to either our Premier 
Division or 1st Divison would do to you, in terms of playing against Premier League players like Andy 
Cole, Dwight Yorke, etc. ? - Tibbsey 

Roly : | would definitely consider playing abroad, but at my age it would need to be a definite contract and not just some sort 
of trial arrangement. | am very happy in this part of the world and have had my time of trialling overseas. | spent a year in 
Denmark with Lyngby BK playing and training with the first team in the top division in Denmark. | would probably still have 
been there but | became seriously homesick and returned to New Zealand after one season.As for playing in the Premier 
League or First Division in England, | think it would speed up my game 300%. The main difference | see between the leagues 
is in the pace of the game. The players here have the skills, it's just a matter of being able to use them at a much faster 
pace without any deterioration of those skills !! recently played against Brazil and Germany at the Confederations Cup and 
this re-inforced my thoughts. We had to think and play much quicker when pressured and make sure that our passing, 
touches, and everything else were absolutely spot on with no mistakes. One mistake meant we lost the ball and had to work 
twice as hard to get it back again ! 


Q. As a profesional player, how do you prepare for a game? 

Roly : | have a set routine for match days that | stick to for both home and away games. | get up around 9.30-10am and 
relax for a few hours. Then I'll go out for a walk for 15-20 mins just to get the legs moving. In the afternoon I'll have a large 
lunch, and then go back to bed to try and get 2 hours sleep, before getting up and getting ready to go to the game. Also, 
the night before the game | usually have some sort of a pasta dinner, but this is usually out of habit rather than any major 
benefit from the pastal!
